Failure of the allied and associat­ 
ed government to get adequate sup­ 
plies to Admiral Kolehak. the advices 
say, had forced him to

Germans, who fled to Russia when 
the armistice was signed. 
Officers here are known to regard 
K o d iak 's efforts at an end unless 
most radical measures are ordered 
by outside governments, and it was 
suggested that the President might 
call the attention of congress to the 
imminence of Bolshevik! control of 
all Siberia. 


The proposition of extending aid 
to Admira Kolchak received the sup­ 
port of President W ilson and his as­ 
sistants at the peace conference in 
Paris but the getting of supplies to 
him was found to tie more of a m il­

Washington.—Ah Lading member* of 
both parties in congress view tho mat­ 
ter, the high cost of living and tho la­ 
bor question tire to la* two of the most 
prominent issues In tin* coming presi­ 
dential campaign.

ington for some time, before the re­ 
cent conferences that marked the be­ 
ginning of real activity by the adm in­ 
istration 
to 
restore the purchasing 
value of the dollar. 
Congress 
has 
been 
Investigating 
through a committer, and still Is Inves­ 
tigating. the high east of living In the 
Distrlet of Columbin. 
The luxe m ak­ 
ers 
have 
legislative 
control 
over 
the district and here they have full 
power to go at things and to pass 
remedial legislation without running 
afoul of constitutional or other ques­ 
tions. 
Of course tile subject Is one 
which covers the entire territory of 
the United States, but perhaps condi­ 
tions in one [dace are tin* result of 
Causes which net In other places. Con* 
gress, however, Intends now to make 
a country-wide survey of the situation. 
The word "mutterings" frequently

exists before things happen.
